GOU) also advised that BRQTIBJAN knew that this 
infoxisation which he turned over to GOLD on the Buna-S Process was to be given 
to the Soviet Iftiion. It was GOLD'S recollection that he received ^s information 
from BROTHMAN in the form ef a written report in the Hotel New Yorker, and that 
on the same day he (GOLD) turned this information over to his Russian contact, 

On June 6, 19^0, B* 0. DANN, Office Manager, Hendrick Manufacturiwg 
Coop^, 30 Church Street, New York, was interviewed by Special Agent J(fflN R. 

MORPHY, at irtiich time he furniehed the following informat ion 

DANN stated that BROTHMAN and ARTHUR constituted the 

Process Division of Hendrick Manufacturing Cofl^any from about 1936 or 
1939 to the mi ddle of 19U2* Originally ^en BROTHMAN came to Hendrick in 1938 
or 1939, he had worked with one HIMAN vntAFIAN, a draftsman, who had just 
graduated from college in 1939 scad later went with Semet-Solvay or Solvay 
Processing in Hopewell, Virginia. 

It was DANN*S recollection that BROTHMAN developed the Buna-S 
process while working at Hendrick. He made drawings, mathematical equations, 
etc#, prepared a ocmplete report which could be used in selling the process. 

In vexy beginning, idien the idea was conceived by BROTHMAN, BROTHMAN suod 
DANN went te Carbondale, Pennsylvania, tte Main Office of Hendrick Manufacturing 
Ooppany, where they spoke to Mr, K. jjJp)LVIILE,,^^sident tf Hendrick; 11. V . 
grgaiAfiP/ Vic® President and TreasurSf, and D. W®ASSETT, Secretary. After 
explained the process to these officers ar Hendrick, DANN stated that 
they gave permission to malra trips around the East in an effort to interest 
someone in the process. Expenses for these trips were borne by Hendrick, and it 
was’ DANN'S present recollection that BROTHMAN made trips to Cambridge, Ifossacfausetbs, 
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‘Where he contacted Mr. KEHKr of the firm Dewey enl Almy. Also, BROTHMAN went 
to Alcron, CHiio, and spoke to Goodrich or Oood^ar Rubber people and possibly 
went to Washington, D. C# to ^eak to Government officials.//jv 


Xn the event that BROTHMAK had Interested one or more of the 
abo've firms in the process, DAWN stated Hendrick would have received contracts 
to manufacture vessels, ta^s, piping, etc. for this process. However, BROTHMAN 
was unsuccessful in this venture and due to the pressure of other business at 
Hendrick, he was asked to drop his efforts along this line, which he did. Of 
course, DANN stated that had BROTHMAN been successful in convincing some firm or 
firms of the value of his process, the Hendrick Manufacturing CcHnpany would have 
"claimed soma credit" for BROTHMAN *3 efforts since it was DANN’S recollection 
that BROTHMAN was a salaried employee of Hendrick. (Later it developed through 
a check of the records of the Main Office at Carbondale, that BROTHMAN was 
actually on a consultant basis and was also receiving royalties from certain 
patents that he held on mixers idiloh Hendrick was marketing during the that 
BROTHMAN was with that firm). ^^y . 

DANN could not recall that the question of patenting BROTHMAN' S 
froGAsa ever arose and he was fairly certain that the Hendrick Patent 
Attorney was not consulted. DANM stated that he did not know what happened 
later on the Buna-S Process in so far as BROTHMAN was concerned, but he did 
know that ARTHTJR P. 'KRBRR was intimately acquainted with the process and BROTHMAN *S 
efforts to develop 


DANN, of course, stated that he Is the Office Manager of Hendrick 
and acts in a sales capacity; that he Is not a chemist or engineer, and further, 
that he has no records in the New fork office to siqpport ai^ of the statements 
made above. dO 


On June 8, 1950, ARTHUR P. WEBER, $6 Beach Drive, Merrick, Long 
leland, was interviewed by Special Agent JOHN R. MORPHT in the New Tork Office, 
and he advised as follows oonoemlng BROTHMAN and his work on the Buna-S Process 

While both were emplpyed at Hendrick Manufacturing Compan y between 
the years February, 19lil and July, 19^2, ifendripk received an order for the manih* 
faoture of scane'vate, kettles and piping for a Standard Oil Refinery at 
C3iarles, Louisiana, which order the Hendriek Company filled* Not long thereafter. 
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one JOIW H« C« WENDES, Chief Engineer at tM^ nited gtates Rubber planl^ Ma npratncVt 
ComiesiicaJt, wallfed into the Hendrick Offici scanetijne in asked thatthe ^ 

Hendrick firm build another synthetic rubber plant for United States Rubber similar 
to the plant Hendrick built for Standard Oil at Lake Charles# 1|E3ER cl Aiwa that 
He^ick Man^acturing Compa ny in filling the prior large order iW^^hndard Oil 
had no idea that ihe vats, kettles, piping; etc#^ had gone into the construction 
of a synthetic rubber plant; however^ upon learning that this equifniient had gone 
into such a plant; the officers at Hendrick decided to attexnpt to design for 
United States Rubber a similar plant* BROTHMAH and IMEBER, therefore. Here asked 
to design equipment ifhich waS; they then knew, to be used in a synthetic rubber 
plant at Naugatuck, Connecticut 

According to RUBBER, TOIEES believed that synthetio rubber could 
be best manufactured by a "continuous process" as opposed to the old "batch process’*: 
therefore, during the ne^ct several months, BROTHMAN and ‘BEHER, using Standard 
chemistry text, worked on the design of equipment idiich would woric into this 
continuous process* They prepared a report on their findings* Ijx this report, 
they Included the design of certain new equipment uhlch would be necessary in 
carrying out their chemical and mathematical caloulatlons*^^^ 

WEBER stated that after he and BROTHMAN completed their work on 
this process, the Hendrick Manufacturing Company refused to build the neoessaiy 
equi pment for this process because they felt that the process as worked out by 
WEBER and BROTHMAN, was not workable* WEBER stated^ however, that their calcu- 
lations were turned over to the Blaw-Knox Construction Company in Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, irtiich company, according to WEBER, built all the synthetic rubber 
plants in ‘Uie bhited States at that tlme^^ 

JOHN H. UWWENDES, Operations Manager, Siynthetio Rubber Division, 
united States Rubber Con^any, 1250 Sixth Avenue, New York City, advised that he 
first met BROTIfllAN in about I 9 U 0 , at vriiich time HIOTHMAN was demonstrating a 
mixer in the office of the Hendrick Manufacturing Con|>any* WENDES said that he 
iras interested in this mixer for use in a synthetic- rubber plant that his cOTipapy 
wta contesoplating building at Naugatuck, Connecticut* WENDES advised that he did 
act buy this mixer, but, in fact, developed a better one idiich he had installed in 
the synthetio rubber plant at Naugatuck* » He stated that there was nothing re- 
strictive or confidential about this mixer* WENDES also said that he never con- 
tacted the Hendrick Manufacturing Company for the purpose of deslpoing or con- 
structing a synthetic rubber plant* His only purpose in visiting the Hendrick 



offices was to inspect the mixer invented hy BROTHUAN. 

According to HENDES, he had his next contact with BROTHMAN in 
19U5* At this time BROThMAN submitted to him an estimate for the construction 
of continuous type plants manufacturing Chloral and IiDT# “WENDES said that there 
was nothing restrictive or oonfidertial about the process for manufacturing UDT. 
as this product was origlnaUy invented in Switzerland and was never patented*^j 

■WEIDES further advised that his last contact with BROTEUAN was 
In Uarch^ 1950^ when BROTHMAN sutmitted an estimate for tho construction of a 
plant manufacturing Methyl Methaoiylate Monomer, and Polymers. Nothing, however, 
came fSrom either this estimate or the one submitted by BROTHUAN in I9I4S and

Mr. S. T. RUSSELL, Sales Engineer, Chemical Plants Division, 
Blaw-Knox Construction Company, with a New York office at 3h2 Madison Avenue, 
advised that he did not know BROTHMAN personally since he only came with this 
firm in 1939* Ke said, however, that he knew BROTHMAN through his writings in 
various ebemical publications* 

RUSSELL further said that his firm designed and built the plant 
and building for the manufacture of snythetlo rubber for the Firestone Rubber 
Con^acy at Lake Charles, Louisiana, and for the Qiited States Rubber Coi^any at 
Naugatuck, Connecticut* RUSSEUi said that as flar as he knows, no part of ax^ of 
BROTHMAN* S calculations or designs was used by his firm In construoting equipment 
for these plants. He advised that he remembers reading articles on BROTHMAN *S 
Buna-S Process, but they were very general In nature. RUSSELL also advised that 
aiy work done by BROTHUi^ or anyone else in the synthetic rubber field, was

ft*onts* !lji Connection with this statonent, there also occurs 
to mo the fact irtiloh I have previously not mentioned, and that is

lifting since it wqs set for about 7*30, but I did get there 
from Philadelphia on time, BROTHHiN did not show up, and did not 

hours, T/hen he did cane down, it was close

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"Street. He did have material for me that time, but this turned 
out to be a single blueprint} I have since identified this blue- 
print. It concerned a piece of mixing equipment* Either that 
evening or a few days subsequent, I turned this material over to 
SAM, and on the occasion of my next meeting with SAM, received a 
verbal dressing down because of the fact that the material was 
frapientary in nature, and was totally valueless, without a 
description of the process to idiich it pertained. 

"On the occasion of, I would say scmewhere between the 
fifth and the seventh meetings with BRDTOMAN, I again received 
material tdiich I believe I have since identified as a thousand 
gallon water cooled resin kettle, manufactured for the Q^nvar 
Ccmpany of Wilmington, Delaware. On this occasion, I took the 
precaution of first inspecting the material and determined that as 
it stood, it was completely valueless, and as a matter of fact, 
there was the possibility that even had a fbll description of 
the process been given pertaining to this particular resin, it 
would have been material which could have been obtained from any 
textbwk on ohenlcal engineering. Therefore, I did not turn this 
material over, but kept it in my hone, I did tell SAM, ' however, 
of the nature of the information that BRDTHMAN h^ -t^ed to give 
me, and SAM continued to hammer away at me that I must get him to 
Conform to our regular rules of procedure. 

"It^ahould be noted in this connection that the previciis ' 
person, AIFRED^IACK, with whom I had dealt ftx>m the fall of 1940 
on, and whom I was even now seeing, was of an entirely different 
nature as far as punctuality, value of the material idiich he gave ' 
me, and the completeness of the Infonaation supplied.

I had 
made a definite arrangement vjith BROTHM£>N to meet on the night 
of, I btlieve, Monday or Tuesday, possibly Monday, the 22nd of 
Dccanber, 1941* This meeting was to take place at 50th Street 
and Lexington Avenue, on the northwest corner, right Trtiere the 
subway exit is. This is diagonally across the street from one 
of tiie Loewis Iheatres and is near two restaurants. The one is 
a Bickford restaurant and the next one is a cafeteria called the 
Phrk lone which also has a bar as part of the setup. Next to the 
Park lane is a Translux theatre. 


®The meeting with BROTHMiN was to take place at, I 
believe, 10:00 o’clock. I waited until at least 10i25 because I 
had made split-second arrangements for meeting SAM at another 
place. This place was to be the Washington Square Express Stop 
of the 8th Avenue or Independent subway system, and was to be 
on the platform, on the express platform of the system. It was 
a wet, cold drizzly night, and as I have stated I waited until 
the last minute. Then, not trusting connections, and with no 
sign of BBDTH!^, I took a cab. However, the cab driver got 
lost down in the Greenwich Village area and when we finally did 
get to the Washington Square stop, it was well beyond the time Trtien 
I was supposed to meet SAM. I raced downstairs to the platform 
Just in time to see an express pulling out for the uptown district* 
There I got a glinpse of a nan whom I am sure was SAM, and I believe 
he turned his head and recognized me. I waited in great indecision 
until the next express came along and then decided to take it. I 
got off at the 14th Street stop, and there, surely enough, was 
SAIl. By this time, I was traabllng both from anotional and 
physical exhaustion, I meft SAM and he said ’Nothing doing?’ and 
I said, ’No, ’ I was going to launch into an excuse when he said 
’Never mind, ’ but in a very kind manner. We then went i^stairs 
where he asked me to wait on the comer of 14th Street, possibly 
it was 16th, where he left me. I knew what he had left for, because 
he had made arrangonents to have a second person and possibly even 
a third waiting to take the material away from him as quickdy as 
possible, I believe also that my understanding with BROIHMAN 
was to have the material returned | that it was to be copied and 
returned that same night, BROTHJiAN had told me that it was very 
bulky and we had anticipated that possibly It would take three or 
four hours actually to copy it. I had understood frcm BROTHMAN {i(J 
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^that ^hls was 1»h6 CQ!DpX€t*e dssign of the p2antj &v&ry last 
detail, incltriing that of the building itself. returned 
shortly and he took me to the Perris TOieel Bar irtiich is located 
downstairs in the cellar of what was at that time known as the 
Henxy Hudson Hotel. This is on 57th Street and Ninth Avaiue,' 
and this was the first occasion that I recall our going there, 
though we did so| and I, on many subsequent occasions. We 
had several drinks, which I needed badly, and a sandwich because 
I had left work late and had gotten nothing to eat on the way,

■Ifer neict meeting with BROTHMAN took place after 
Chzdshnas, and at this time, I do not recall iihat excuse, if 
any, he gave me for not giving me the information on the Atlas 
Pw/der Company or for not keeping his meeting. I believe that 
it may have been that he was out in the middlewest, in Akron, 

Ohio, and at this time he told me that he was in possession of 
complete information on the manufacture of B\ina-S a synthetic 
rubber. He also told me that not only was he in possession of 
coi!^>lete information, but that he had the complete design material 
and he told me that he would have this material ready for me on 
the first of January 1942. Iftien I told SA^! About thiA, he was 
highly elated because, I believe that one of the things on the 
list which I had given BROIHMAN verbally, cn the occasion of, I 
believe, our second meeting, was Buna-S. SAM and I made arrange- 
ments to meet on the afternoon, early in the afternoon, of New 
Yearns Day, 1942. I came to Dey and Church Streets on the morning* 
of New Iear»B Day, and again I waited, possibly an hour and a half, 
or two hours, for ABE, and when he finally did come down from the 
Hendrick* s offices, he had nothing with him, but he did tell me 
that he had been up working all nigjit on Buna-S, and that some 
OTors in the calculations which other people in the offices had 
made, had can© to his attention, and as a result, because he 
wanted the inform^tition to be veiy conplete and correct, he was 
unable to have the information for me. I ranember this occasion 
very clearly and distinctly, because it was a cold morning and I 
waited outside the Etxchajige Bar, which unfortunately was ^osed.

During the period ft*ora the first of January 
until late in March 1942, ny clearest recollection is that of one 
long series of meetings with ABE, most of which actually did not 
talre place since either I was told that be was not at the office 
and was told that he was at home or I was told that he was out of 
town cr some other accuse was given. On several occasions, I did 
see him, but again he had some excuse why he didn't have the 
material or why it was not ready ^ it always seemed to be practicAUy 
ccmplete, but never quite ready, I recall distinctly that in late 
February of 1942, in the course of only one week, I went four ' 
tines to New York City, and on only one occasion did I soe ABE, 
and this was the occasion of ny fourth trip,'' '

This was during that week, on a Friday evening, 
each of these occasions, because 1 was supposed to have the 
complete Bunaks story, I met with SAJI and J believe also that on 
each occasion SAM had one, and possibly two confederates waiting 
BO that he could tuin the information over to than. Finally, on 
this Friday In February, when I again showed yjp empty haixied, I 
told SAM in great desperation that BROOHMAN had premised to have 
the material for me on Saturday, the following day, I believe that 
I m wrong, it was to be ainday, I told this to SAM and told him 
i” f ^ry convincing manner because I, nyself, was convinced of the 
fact that this was certainly the time that I was going to have the 
Bi^-S ijiformation.

Some of than took place still in the evening, but on 
many occasions, SAM was unable to return tintil the early hours 
because of a previous commitment or arrangenent with a confederate, 
and as a result, I was actually gxbrenely weary and exhausted ; not 
only mentally, but physically, 

i T event that occurred was that I told BROTHMAK 

that I TOS eortraiely weaiy and that these meetings which had not 
taken place, had taken a great deal out of me, and would it not be 
possible for him to arrange it so that I could help him for a week- 
^ extended period in irtiich we could finish off this matter 
of the Buna-S. BROTHMAN agreed to this and during, I believe, the 
tost w^k in Btoh, we made an arrangement to go up somewhere into 

^ Nw York State, We were to drive up there and 
BROTHIM was to take all of the necessary data with him and we were 
to put the Buna-S report in its final form, BROTHMAN said that it 
TOs so near oo^lete, that actually we would not have to take much 
time to wor^ that we could relax a bit. We could play some hand- 
^ or a^ethlng of that nature, principal concern was the 
nuna-5, not the idea of playing handball, ycO 
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*6R0IH1AN did meet me^ again about an hoar late» I 
recaU the place very clearly. I. was waiting on the comer of * 
the Horn and Hardart 's Caf^eria on 8th Avenue, axvi 33rd Stroet, 
on the northwest comer, i believe we were to go from there to 
either the Lincoln Tunnel or the Hudson Tumel; I believe the 
Idncoln Tunnel, actually.

If he does not ccmplete it 
within the time that we have specified, we will drop him; that is 

"I did make an arrangement with BROTHMAN and one that 
was finally successful. It will be recalled that at this time, I 
had cone vp for the draft. On instructions from SAM, I did not tell 
ABE that X was being drafted, but said Instead, that I was going 
to be transferred by my firm to California, and I told him that I 
was very anxious to finish up the Buna-S and that BROTHMAN said 
that it was practically cooplete. I made arranganents with BEOTIA 
VAN whereby during, X believe, the last week in March, 1 came to New 
Xork, and we spent the entire night together from about 8f00 or 
9*00 o'clock up until 6*00 or 6t30 of the following morning. This 
was during the middle of the week, possibly on a Thursday of the 
last week in March, during which time BROTHBM and I ccnpleted the 
Buna«^S report. This was completed In two rooms which I had 
rented, or engaged, at the Hotel New Yorker. I cannot recall what 
name I used; it any very well have been FRANK KESSLER; Ihere is 
sane possibility that I used the name HARRY QOID, and also some 
possibility that I may have used the name MARTIN, either as a first 
or second name. I rather think, however, that it was the none 
FRANK KESSL&R that I used. I am also not too certain whether it 
was one or two rooms. In any event, we stayed up all night, 
part in .the oonpletioQ of the report was noadnal; I was merely 
another pair of hands while BROTHUAN did a great deal of annotating 
and typing. BRQIRMAN brought a portable typewriter and a whole 
suitcase full of data. . The report was not quite oomplete at 6i30, 
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■but we were exhausted^ and we went to bed, and about 9i00 or 
lOtOO o'clock, HK)IHUAN went Into w£n:*k at the Hendrick Conpany* 

This was a rainy day; I recall very well going out for something 
to eat and getting drenched. BROTHiM returned about 6j00 or 
. 6t30 in the evening and we completed the assembling of the Buna-S 

report. Aleo with this report, which included possibly 200 type- 
written pages, possibly more, were a great mass of blueprints. 

These blueprints covered not only the outline or the flow sheet 
of the process, but many details of constztKition of the various 
units, especi al ly the very important one of the polymerization, 
where the Buna— S latex or the Styrene-Butadiene polymer is fonned# 

It is likely that the blueprints were not complete as far as the 
final details went, but I do know that included in this were many 
of the units conpletely designed and also the design of the actual 
plant or building housing the equipment, I believe that the plant 
was aotTially designed for the B, ?. Goodrich Conpany, though there 
is some possibility that it was designed for the United States 
Rubber Company, in Naugatuck, Connect ieut, I would also like to 
state here very definitely that the information given in the 
written section in the 200 or 300 typewritten pages was as cooplete 
as it was possible to be. This information I turned over to S^__ 
at about 7 *00 or 7 il5 that evening. The occasion of the transfer 
was on Sixth Avenue and 23rd Street, It was in front of a Horn 
and Hardart's, a very large one, idiich is to the best of ny memory, 
on 23^ Street, very near 6th Avenue, though it may be 24th Street, 
near 6th Avenue^ This is a very large Horn and Hardart's Restaurant, 
and is, I believe, principally an automat, X wish to e m phas is e 
here that both the blueprints given to me by BROTHMiN, and I would 
say that these were possibly some 15 in nmnber, azA the report 
itself, some 200 or 300 typewritten pages, which were very closely 
I^OTitten and were not double spaced, were included in the material 
vmich I turned over to SAK on this rainy evening in very late l&rch 
of 1942, I would like to add here that during the period from the 
first of January 1942, until late March, BROTHMAN did, at various 
times, give me infonnation relating to Buna-S, This consisted of 
qu^e an anount of material both in bulk and in content . It included 
a flow sheet for the manufacture of Buxia.-S with the name Dewey and • 
Almy Company of Cambridge, Ifeasachusetts. This is dated, I believe, 
in early 1941. There was also a recoveiy system fbr the two 
principal materials needed in making Buna-S, that is. Butadiene and(^ 
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*Styrcne; a layout of the equipment, that is, the outline of 
Just ^ere the particular units were to be located In the 
actual plant, Ihere was also a considerable mass df written 
material, including a 30 or 40 page outline of the Buna-5 
Polymerization process, Ibis material was in BROTHM&N’S own 
distinctive and rather small handwriting. None of this material 
was ever turned over to SAM, nor did I ever make any effort to 
do so, because of SAM^S insistence on a con^lete process or 
nothing at all, I did not refuse this material when BROHiMAN 
gave it to me because I did not wish to offend him, and also 
because one of the reasons that he may have given it to me was 
for later use when we finally wrote the report. I believe there 
was also during this time,* an agreement among us that before the 
final report was subnitted, that we would go over it together. 
Possibly, this agreement did not cKist Initially when I was 
eoctreoiely optimistic about obtaining the whole stoiy, but it did 
exist during March, AH of the above material that I have mentioned 
both blueprints and the written material, have been found in my 
home, and I have since identified, this material to agents .

^Sometime after this, and subsequent to the 20th of 
April, 1942, I was told by SAM to make certain to congratulate

•I believe that I may have had one more meeting with 
BROTHMAN, or 1!at least a telephone conversation with him, subsequent 
to the matter of completing the Buna^S work in late March, This 
occurred probably voiy early in April, and at this time, I told him 
that 1 was definitely- going to the West Coast and that I would say 
goodby, I also told him that someone would take oy place. Actually, 
the someone that I had in mind was a nan by the anme of L« 

““ This matter I discussed with BIACK on a train ftrom Riila^ 
elphia to New York, At this time, I was certain that I would go 
into the service, I was In excellent shape physically and ny family 
doctor idio was fonnerly on the examining staff of physicians at one 
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"of the draft boards has assured me that ever, my hypertension 
'wao not sufficiently great' to bar my being taken in* It will be 
recalled that at this time^ the bottcm of the barrel was literally 
^ing scraped. It vraa upon this occasion, the train trip to New 
York, and also the occasion of ny last meeting with SM before going 
up for ny physical examination for the draft, that I discussed this 
matter with I told B14CK that I had not yet mentioned the 

matter to SAM or to my Soviet contact. At this time, I do not think 
that I realized that SAM also knew BUCK, but I at least had in mind 
recanmending to SAJrf that BUCK be appointed to follow me with BROTHMAN, 

I told BLACK that BROTIIMAN was an fflctronely able and capable man# 

In fact, actually, he was very brilliant, but that the matter of 
personality or personalities entered a great deal into dealing with 
him, I told him that he should not make the mistke that I had 
made of becoming too ft*iendly with BROTHMAN. I not only Identified ■ 
BROTHMaN to BLACK, but I gave him his ccmplete name, where he worked, 
the telephone nunber, i^ere he lived, the telephone nunber there, 
and a good deal of additional data concerning his child ELSA and his 
wife. I do not recall leather the second child, ANITA, had yet been 
bom at this time, I told BLACK that he would have to take the 
iMtiative and to act in a very stem, but fair manner, but above 
an, to keep BROTHMAN in line to try to Insist that BROHOiA^T meet 
him at a specified place and time, nor near the Hendrick Canpany In 
the downtown district, but as a matter of discipline to make it a 
good distance away and also, should BROTHMAN be late, not to wait 
for him, but to call him on a subsequent occasion and literally 
»rip him up. » BLACK agreed to this and said that if it could be 
worked for him to meet ABE^ he believed that he could handle BROTHMAN 
quite well*' I said goodby to SAM and then went }sp for my draft 
^amimtion, where to my surprise, I was definitely and finally 
classifi^ due to ay hypertension, I had had an alternate 
meeting with SAM in case I should not be called for the draft, or 
more likely, In case there should be a brief time, say a week or 
s^^ days’ postponement of any actual induction. At this time, 
told me to again resume contact with BROTHM and emphasized 
that we must continue to get more infonnation on Buna-S, Dila 
^ ^ interested In, I thereupon called 

told him that I was no longer going to be transferred 
to California, but would see him again, and on the occasion of this 
^ ^ch again, I believe, was in the downtown part 

f A Church Street, BROTHMA^I told me that he was Lving 

Hendrick Conpary, The next two or three 
sched^ed ^etings with BROOHUAN did not take place. This brines ' 
us well Into Ifay', or possibly, early June, On all of these occMions,^t^ 
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^wh en I called the office^ not only iras he not there, but 
liTOFR also -was not there, and on one occasion, • I was given 
another number to call* On one other occasion, I called his 
wife, NACI!I. and 5he®id that ABE was working late and when I 
said that he was not in the office, she said that he was in his 
•other office* • ^Ihis other office I subsequently discovered to 
be that of HEUn^^^OIHfXHlTE, and is In the (h*aybar Building, New 
York City* I finally did meet BRDTKMaN at a place that he re- 
quested which was in the Grand Central Station in one of the 
many small drug stores or luncheonettes* He told me that he was 
considering leaving the Hendrick Coapany because of the bad way in 
Tdiich they had \ised h3ia*^2C) 

®Hia story was that Hendrick had given a raise to every- 
one in the organisation as a result of obtaining the Buna-S con- 
tract, but that he and flEBER had conspicuously been left out* He 
said that the reason for this was that he had insisted on giving 
the Rubber Reserve Commission in Washington, on the occasion of a 
conference in April, complote process Infonnation on the Hendrick ■ 
Buna-S process* I should like to state that according to mOTHMAN, 
the original process data on Buna-S came from, most likely, the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey, or the United States Rubber 
Company, Ihe story that BRCTHMAN gave me on a subsequent meeting 
conflicted somewhat TTith the first story; that is, of his desire to 
leave Hendrick because of the Buna-S information which he had in- 
sisted be made available to all of the firms participating in the 
rubber research plan. Ibis concenied principally the fact that 
he had not been granted a raise, that is, both he and WEBER. H© 
then told me of this man, HENRY GOUIYNNE, idio about a year previous, 
had some woilc done for Mm by BROIHmN, that is, in BROTHJON'S 
capacity of design engineer for the Hendilck Ccmpany, and who had 
become greatly impressed at BROOHM/vN^S ability and who had now mad© 
BROTHH/tN an offer to go into partnership with him* 

•BROTHMAN also stated that he had insisted that if he were 
to go along that ARTlft^^ER go with him, and QOIWYNNE had agreed to 
thi8*^\ ^ ^ 

*There followed at least two other meetings which did 
not take place during this time* I had reported to _SAM the fact 
that EROIHMAN was considering leaving the Hendrick Ccm^ny, and SAM 
grew very aradous about this vdiole business. He kept iu^jressing on 
me the fact that under no circumstances was I to permit BROTHMAN to tC( 
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**lfcave Hendrick, that I must keep him working there, as we 
were extreme!^" anxious to obtain all possible further develoi>- 
ments on Buna-S, and that this was to be BROTHlIkM^S task# I 
told BROTHllfJI about this and he just lauded and said that the 
Bvuia— S was cocplotej that Tiiiat sort of infonnation was there 
to be handed over? He had designed the plant and the plant 
had just ticked off like clock v;ork and now that it was done, 
he was going on to much greater things. He also told me a third 
conflicting story. This was to the effect that he had already 
agreed to leave, or told Hendrick that he was leaving them and 
going Tri.th GOirirYNiriii^ and that Hendrick had then offered to give 
him a substantial raise beyond that which anyone else had 
received, and 222^^ as well, and that it had merely been dropped 
on his desk by one of the officials of the company and that 
BROTHliiJJ had, in ffont of that man, picked it up, crumpled it 
into a roll and dropped it into a waste basket. He later told 
me that Hendrick had closed the files to him, and did not at 
this time mention anything about the proposed offer of the raise. 

It was not so much the actual incidents, themselves, as the manner 
in TrThich they were told that makes me state that they were con- 
flicting stories. In any event, I recall clearly in June, possibly 
late June, meeting with BRCnm'J^ near the Hendrick Comparer very 
late in the evening about 10:00 o* clock, and taking a long walk 
up and down Sixth avenue, starting wilh Church Street, During 
this time, BROTHHiJJ explained to me of his grand hopes for the 
future and was veiy enthusiastic about the various plants ho was 
going to build while he worked for the Chemurgj'’ Design Corporation, 
which was GOITfXNNE'S coii 5 )£iny. He did, however, offer to consider 
the possibility of still working for Hendrick and told me that he 
was going to make an arrangement with Hendrick wherely he would be 
a consultant for them on a part time basis. It is my belief now that 
no such arrangement was ever concluded and that in fact, Hendrick 
had barred the office to him^ This, to a certain extent, satisfied 
me but Tdien I told SAH about it, he was wild and finally said, *Well 
letts see what happens,’ He said, ’Tell him while he is at Chanurgy, 
to try and concentrate on getting Buna— S contracts, if he can* ’ 


ApparcctOy, the one thing that SA25 thought about was the Buna-S, 


’’itbout this time, BROmilAN started to teU me, and the 
time was actually about the time that he was leaving Chemurgy, of 
the design of certain pieces of mixing equipment. This had come 
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"about as a result of some statecients that BROTHM^ had made 
in his Buna^ report, regarding mixing and ivhich h£id aroused the 
Interest of some engineers in the Soviet Union, so much so that 
a request had cone fran them, asking for further infomation, 
and this request in turn was relayed to me by SUl* This is not 
a matter of a conclusion that 1 have pieced together, but is 
the result of a clear bit of monory or recollection on my part 
as to an actual incident that occurred during this period of May 
or June 1942, and during a conversation with SAM* I might add 
here that SAM had told me that on the very day or the very night, 
rather, that I had turned ever the tnformaticai on Buna-^, this 
rainy evening in March, that that very evening the material had 
been sent on its way to the Soviet Union. ftci 


"I nDuld like to note here that the Buna-S information 
supplied by BROnUi^N concerned a continuous process as opposed to 
a batch process. This meant that smaller amounts of material were 
handled at any one particular moment, but that in spite of the 
decreased size of the equipment the actual output per 24 hours was 
tremendously increased, and there was also a terrific saving in the 
materials of construction of the equipment and in the max^ower re- 
quired to operate l^e plant. tlC) 


"X would like to add one point here, that while 3R01HMAN 
had succeeded in convincing me that he would still be doing work for 
Hendrick, when I told SAH about this, SAM insisted that it was just 
a dodge on BROTHHAN^S part. At this time, as I have stated before, 
came the request from SAM for information on the mixing equipment. 
Again there resulted a long period of meetings, in idiich no in- 
formation was turned over or Ihe information was extrane3y fragmentary, 
or meetings which did not occur at all in which I showed up but 
BROIHMAK did not, and arrangements with SAM for the transfer of 
the information should I get it. I met SAM but did not have the 
information, of course, and finally, in the late fall of 1942, I 
would say about October, and possibly November of 1942, BROTHMAN 
turned over to me an exceedingly weighty book which was actually a 
large black notebook with rings some two or three Inches in diameter 
and which contained a very complete exposition of BROTHMAN^S work 
cn mixing. This included, again, about 300 typewritten pages, some 
50 to 100 nomogr^}hs to be used in the various calculaticns involved 
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■in designing mixing equipnent, and a great mass of reprints of 
articles which had written on mixing. Ihese were nostljr 

frcm lij Gravy-Kill Publications, such as * Chemical and Metalurgical 
BhgineerincS » Process Engineering,* and *Pood Engineering** These 
three are separate journals. There was also a large mass of material 
consisting of advertising brochures of a technical nature, but which 
contained much valuable data. It all presented a very co^lete 
storj’* on the subject of mixing, possibly the most fundamental unit 
operation in chemical engineering, since all chemical engineering 
processes involve at some stage or other the bringing together of 
two materials in as intimate a contact as possible so that as 
complete a reaction as possible may take p3^e and without the 
production of any undesirable by-products, fej 


**! would like to state here that it was in general, S4M*S 
and not only S^S, but the policy of all of the Soviets that I have 
knovm, never to accept an individual *3 woric on its own merits. What 
th^ were interested in, and this will be repeated again and again, 
was industrial and technical information of such a nature that it 
was already in use in a plant or was designed for use in a plant vhich 
was being erected, and they often emphasised to me, and the others, 
that they would much rather be satisfied with something which was 
slightly out of date but which worked, and was now working, as 
opposed to something vdiich contained many advances or improvauents, 
but which was still in the theoretical or experimental state* The 
reason for the acceptance of BROTHM^l *S material on mixing was that 
It obviously boro the stamp of having been conQ)leted for the use of 
various industries and 'OhcBical plants in the United States. (tt) 


*»Ag£iin, I would like to amihasize or rather to bring up 
this point that all that BROTiai/Ji ever submitted to me was always • 
material which he would have had to coc$)lete for his, at that time, 
legitimate employer. It was then, because of the fact that the in- 
forroation i^as intended for use in the United States and had been 
accepted by many authorities as being valuable, that was so 
interested in tbe mixing data, and there was always the fact that a 
direct request had come from the Soviet Union for this material* I 
turned this material on nixing over to SiM, In I recall, the Ferris 
IfSheel Bar. I recall this incident very clearly. It was a rather 
cold evening in the late fall or possibly early winter, but I believe 
that it was late fall as it was not yet December. The latest that 
it was was December, and I recall having this bulky package which 
was some five inches in thickness, by about 18 inches in length, and{ 
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”about 14 inches in iridth^ ccntaining this mixing eciulpment 
data, and I recall having set it on a seat next to me* We were 
not at the bar; we never sat at the bar, but at one of the small * 
tables, and I had laid it on one of the empty chairs at our table, 
and had put a neirspaper on top of it in an unsuccessful effort in 
a partial concealment* took the material with him, idien I 
left, and with the newspaper on the outside, he carried it under 
his ann and the material next to his body* Ihis was on the same 
night that I received the material from BROTHiM, When I received 
the material fi?om BROTRIIAN, it was all in this large looseXeaf 
notebook, and I subsequently purchased sane wrapping paper at a 
stationery store* This stationery store was and may still be on 
42nd Street, on the south side, just cast of Lexington Avenue, a nd 
between Lexington and Third Avenue* It is possible that the two 
proprietors of this little store may recall my face* 


connection with the fragments of information relate 
ing to the mixing equipment which BROTHMN gave me between July and 
October or Noveoaber, v/hen the completed report \Ttx 3 handed in, I 
would like to state that I kept all, or possibly almost all, of this 
material in my hone, and that this has since been found in ny hone 
and has been identified by me to Agents MILLER and BRENNAN of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation* Ihis material consists of hand- 
written sections in ny handwriting relating to the theory of mixing. 
There are sane 40 or 50 pages totali handwritten sections in BRCTO- 
MAI^*S hanth'.Titing relating to the theory of mixing, these are some 
possibly 25 or 30 pages; and a variety of typewritten material also 
relating to mixing equipment* w 


•!Ihere were also some elementary sketches, principally 
drawn by BROTHMWI, and in the body of the report, the theory relating 
to nixing* None of this material was ever turned over to SAM be- 
cause of the prefviously explained reluctance on ny part to ever 
again give SAM a fragment from BROTHMAN, j 

"Again, .1 would like to mention here that S^M told me that 
the material was just in time to be carried to the Soviet Union* 

The exact means of transportation, I do not knwf; whether it was by 
boat or partly by plane, or just who was to cany it, but I do know 
this, that on occasions, whai BR0!IHMAN had promised information be- 
ginning with the time that I met him in late 1941, and up until the 
time that I finally submitted the mixing equipment data, I was advised 
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•at various times, by SAM, that if the work could be cou^^leted 
by a certain date and hour, that it would be possible for it 
to «make the next boat.* 

t old me on the occasion of a subsequent meeting 
that the infonnation on mixing equipment was very good iixieedi that 
he had personally inspected a good deal of it, though not all, 
since that would have taken too long* I believe that possibly 
here I have confiimation of the Ihot that SA2.I was, by training, a 
mechanical engineer. He may also have told me that the information 
had been well received in the Soviet Union, but certaixOy he did 
mention, on the occasion of the next event which concerned a meet- 
ing between SAIi5, BROTKiSAN and myself, and which took place in either 
late Novmber or early Decoaber of 1942, though there is some 
possibility that it may have been early Janua^ of 1943, that it 
had^ been well received. Ibis meeting was a pre-arranged one and 
took place in the Lincoln Hotel on 8th Avenue, above 42nd Street 
in New York City, I engaged a suite of rooms, actually only two, 
for this occasion, I cannot recall the name which I used but I 
believe again that it ^ras FRANK KESSLER . I do not believe that 
with there I would have used nXrCTvn n^^ There is again the 
possibility tliat I may have used tHiHBagg^ gRTIT J . but again, I 
don*t believe that I did so because SAM that I was meeting 
under the name of HAHTIN. 'The purpose of this meeting had 
been carefully discussed v.'ith SAM before I suggested it to BROTHMAI'J 
aM was essentially to be in the nature of a pep talk for BROTHiiAI'I * 
given by SAM, I was to represent SAM as a visiting Soviet dignitary 
and possibly there may have been some hint ttiat he was a military 
^sitor, or certainly at least a technical man. The whole idea of 
the meeting was to ’butter up* BROTffiSAN so that he would woidc on 
^^esses in which we were in erested, and night even obtain work 
with a firm or firms In say, the field of synthetic rubber, or 
possibly some other field in vhich he might have worked where the 
^formation would have been of interest to Ihe Soviet Union. BROTH- 
WJ re^ily agreed to this meeting and it took place as I have 
^scribed, most likely in late Novonber or possibly early Itecember, 
with a still further possibility of early January of 1943, ( J 

"I previously told BROltoM that great interest had 
b^n BhoTO in the Soviet Union on account of the two magnificent 
places of work that he had done in connexion with 3una-S and with 
mixing equipment, and that as a result, a Soviet dignitary had 
been sent here with the special purpose of meeting BRCTHMAN

•conv’ersing with 'ttie man irtio had done such fine work* I stated 
that this man was here ‘in connection with some other ostensible 
and legitimate reasons and that he was a very high official 
indeed, but that the main purpose of his coming was to see BRDTH- 
£^>1 and converse with him# To this, BROIHMElN readily agreed# 

The meeting took place as planned with one exception# I tried 
first to engage a room in the Hotel New Yorker and was unsuccessful 
and finally managed to get one at the Lincoln. I then met SiJif at 
;^e New Yorker and told him that I had engaged rooms at the Lincoln 
and he then told me to get in touch with BROTHM^I, I did so and 
called BROTHM^i at his office and told him to meet me in the lobby 
of the Lincoln Hotel# BRCnHM^ did soj I would say the hour was 
about t5i30, and we went up to the roans. I do not know SAM'S exact 
whereabouts at that particular time. He may even have been in the 
lobby of the Lincoln, because I recall that at a later time, he 
told of having seen BROUCuAN and me going upstairs. In any event, 
he came up within about 15 or 20 minutes. That was somewhere close 
to ,9 J 00 o'clock, and I admitted him. I introduced him to BROTHMAN 
as^SORGE. I do not believe that I used the name There is 

also the possibility that I may have used the name^pIMDN, but then 
again I believe that SU^QN was the name under whicn I Introduced 
SAM to AtjuSLACK on another threefold meeting. 

"SAM waa extremely genial and expansive during this meet- 
ing, He was generally of that character, but he outdid himself this 
time* He called up and had some wine and some sandwiches sent up, 

We then proceeded to talk until one. possibly two o'clock in the 
morning, I rather fhncy the latter hour. A good deal of the subject 
matter of the conversation concerned praise by SAM of the excellent 
work which BROTHMAN had done. It also concerned a good deal of 
conversation on the subject of mathanatics and the a pplication of 
mathaaatics to practical problems in engineering. By this., I mean 
the application of certain fields of mathanatics which are nob 
coimiionly used, S^i. very gently and extremely diplomatic ally hinted 
to BROTHMAN, or put over the thought, that BROTHMAN should try to 
get T702k in fields in which the Soviets were interested, particularly 
fields relating to military endeavor, or military equipment, and also 
the inevitable Buna— S. I believe, however, that here may have come 
the first hint, and this Is purely one that I am evolving in 
trospect, of the interest of the Soviets in Atonic Energy, and that 
concerned the length of time spent in discussing mathematics axxi the 
ai^pllcation of mathematics to various fields, and also there may have 
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*n)een sane coiwersation relating to BROTHiaN *5 acquaintance T?ith 
Dr* at Colvnbla University* I believe that here 

seated to SM that he "was a former p^il of Dr* UREr*S* 

I TTould like to 3^te here that I am not confusing this incident 
r,-ith Dr* BERNAJ^I^foOPluiN, and that while I am evolving this in 
retrospect, I am quite certain that it did occur* I am anphasizing 
this because that at this time, 1 had no idea that anything was 
going on in regard to Atonic Ehergy in the United States* It is 
possible that SAtS did, as early a date as this, have some definite 
infoimation* Also there occurred here a promise by SAM of offering 
all of the aid possible in regaid to the physical task of 
getting inforriiation on paper* This included stenographic services, 
and this matter I will take up shortly* Che slip occurred during 
the meeting, and I do not think it was due to the wine, because I 
had, occasionally, seen SAI>i consume far more alcoholic beverages 
than the two glasses of wine that he had, and that occurred when 
SAM once referred to me as HAHHI, not FRAT'TK* He quiclOy covered 
up, however, but I do recall this slip* 


"As I have stated, we put in some five hours together* 

A good deal of the talk was on matters canpletely unrelated to the 
subject of espionage and concerned a great deal of conversation by 
SiAt, concerning the true state of the Soviet forces in combat with 
the Geimansj a great deal of irrelevant details concerning life in 
the Soviet Union, and inevitably, since SAM was a skilled conversat- 
ionalist and knew enough not to monopolize any such occasion, a 
tremendous amount of talk by BROTHf^AT; on his accomplishments in the 
past* Here, SAM managed to skillfully, I thought, interject hew much 
more could do in the future were he to follow instructions* 

This was extrenely expertly don© and I don't think it would have 
been detected by anyone except one who had had such a long and in 
general unsatisfactory relationship with BROTHf.M regarding the 
obtaining of information for the Soviet Union* tCL\ 


"When we left, I recall the incident very clearly, we all 
went downstairs to the lobby. SAM took a cab and headed uptown and 
finally BROTHIJidI took a cab* He was so elated, that he was going 
back to the.Chenurgy offices to work for the rest of the night* 
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believed that I stayed over in the room tmtil the 
icoming since it was too late to get a train^ and then 1 finally’’ 
got a train at 6:30 or 7:00 o* clock ths following morning for 
Hiiladelphia* 


•Ihe next event that transpired was the matter of the 
Xwerosol Bomb or Aerosol Dispenser for insecticides* In connection 
with this, Trtiich occurred early in 1943, I would like to state that 
on tlie occasion of subsequent meetings, BBDTHMkN kept asking me 
for the Soviet stenographer, and I, in turn, kept asking SAI^« As 
far as BROTHti/df knew, however, SAM or GEORGE as he knew him, had 
reftunied to the Soviet Union* SAM wanted to knt^ what BROTHIAN 
wanted to work on ajxi I told him that It was in connection with a 
dispenser for Insecticides known as the Aerosol Bomb* This was a 
gadget, sin^Jle in design, but capable of producing a very fine, 
alriost colloidal fog of a carrier and an insecticide which had the 
property of remaining suspended in the atmosphere in a closed room 
or tent for some 16 or 18 hours* Such was extreaely useful for 
the troops overseas in the Paci^c areas. nc] 


"When I told SAJI about this, however, he was totally 
uninterested, possibly because , of the fact that while the Soviet 
Troops were, it is true, fitting under ejctronely unsanitaary con-» 
ditions, still they were usually mgaged in either temperate or 
extremely cold climates* iJLso, S/Jil was interested in things of a 
more direct military nature* Ke said to simply let it go and let 
BROTKiAN prepare the material as best as he could himself, and also 
said that I was not to help him* However, to save face with BROIH- 
MAIJ, 1 had to obtain stenographic help, and did so in the person of 
I-Iiss JEHNIEj^ZICKAf who at that time, lived in, I believe Hacken- 
sack, New jS’sey, or In that area. In any event, it was not very 
far ftron Newark, New J^sey, I obtained the services of Miss RUZICKA 
throu^ my friend TQIiI^lA.CK, and this was a last desperation move* 

I had considered using one of the girls at the Pennsylvania Sugar 
Conpany but had then decided that this would be too expensive a 
maneuver, taking a girl up to New York and returning her* Tliis also 
was toe dangerous in that she might begin to wonder a little too much 
about my activities* BLACK finally reoemmended MLss RUZICEA, who 
was possibly, at that time, engaged in working part time, possibly 
one day a we^, for, I believe, the New Jersey State Labor Board 
or the State Board of Unemployment Conpensatlon* She was a very 
young girl, about 16 or 17, and extremely inexperienced as a steno- 
grapher* Not only was she ixw;apable of coping with the technicals ^ 
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titenis involvedi this X had rather ejected/ but she could 
also Dot take even the simplest sentence in direct dictation 
irlthout several errors# The result was that she would 

type tqp the material irtaich BROTHM^^ would dictate and in idaich 
X would put handnrltten words > and so on, liilch X thought would 
be too difficult for her, and would then submit it to me and I 
would then correct it as well as I could* It was so hopelessly 
jumbled that it always required d second session of dictating and 
going over and finally she would succeed in getting the story 
straight# After possibly two or three such attempt^ she w>uld 
then mail tills material to isy home in Philadelphia# vtL) 


**The meetings or the sessions with BR0THMA.N and Miss 
RbZICKA and icyself took place in the Chemurgy offices in the 
Graybar Building, New fork# There were possibly four such meet- 
ings# This^ I bellevei was the maximum^ there may have only been 
^hree# Ihere were also one or two occasions in which BROTBMAN did 
not show vp at all and JENNIE and I merely sat in the Grand 
Central Station and waited for unreasonable long periods of time^ 
until I decided to send hex home# I TOuld like to state that die

"The next happening that occurred was that of the 
magnesiim powder# This concerns the production of an extrenely 
fine magnesium powder such as is used in flares in tracer 
bullets# The idea had its genesis with HENRY OOQ grNNE* who 
thou^t that magnesim powder could be produced ly Ihe following 
process! that is^ spraying the molten magnesimi into a chamber

ever oaoie of this, though, but 1 did sutaait saaples of the yeast

"In early September of 19U*, after a period of several 
mont^, during which X bad not seen 6R0THMAN, possibly since June 
of that year, X met BHOTHMAN on 32nd •Hreet, near lith Avenue, on 
the southeast comer, inside of a bar and restaurant* I had 
previously made several calls to Chermurgy and had simply been told 
by one of the girls that BROTHUAN was not there} eith^ that or 
there was no me there in the evening when ^y calls were made. 
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"Finally^ I caUed N^GUI^ EROTHUANfS wlfe^ and she told me that

**1 would like to interpose here that sometime early in

laboratoiy* In this l^oratozy there was working one chemist^

was extremely brief, and I have no memory beyond that of being 
introduced to GIBBS.

"I would l ik e to state here that at all times I used the 
mme FRfjiNK KfCSSTiKR except on the occasion when I did work for 
B-G Interstate Corporation of Paterson, New Jersey, and when I 
made the estimate for Dr* lULLNERi that I used the name HARK! 
GOLD*^) 

"I would like to state at this time that I gave BEOTHMAN 
to understand that sy real name was FRANK KESSLER, but I gave 
him the name of HARRY GOLD to be used as a letter drop or as a 
means of getting in communication with me* Very likely, had I 
not done so, I would have lost cwnplete contact with BROTHUAN and 
W 0 UI 4 been very glad to do so, but once having given this 
name, he could always send a telegram to that address, and these 
I eo^d not ignore* I believe that the address used was that of 
6623 Kindred Street ^ the present address of ny father and bro'Uier* 
This would mean that I gave him the name HARRY GOLD and the ad- 
dress subsequent to June of 19i4;* At this time, ^mly ny mother, 
father and 1 were living at that address* brother was overseas 
until February of 19i;6* 


**10 continue about ny meeting with BROTHUAN in September 
of 19U;> this was in the evening around 9iOO or lOiOO o'clock, I 
called him from the bar and he asked me to wait there until he 
oame down* After a half of an hour, he did arrive and we had a 
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"sandirlch and then went for a long waUu This walk was down 
Fenrth Avenue and to the Wanamaker Store in lower Manhattan and 
possibly below that^ and then back again^ and then another coa-

When QQLWYNNE found ^t about it* he asked ABE to turn over inte 
Cbemurgy* his and WH£ER*S share of whatever profits would restilt* 
mcfrmm refused to do so and told GOLWY^E that he had never 
received any money for the design of the RufeH Plant* and had 
said that this was a lypical case* and that* when he had asked 
CDLVmiNE about oompensaUon for it* GOLWYNNE bad said* that as 
a partner in Rufert* he* GOLWYNNE* had detemined that CHERUURGY 
would do the work for free* because GOLWYNNE was also a one-third* 
and possibly a forty percent* stockholder in Chemurgy*.

"I believe that there cooes in here, particularly in 
regard to HET^ Tfl^ the matter of the fact that one of the reasons 
that BROTHMAN told me why ARTIE aigjfied over his rights was that 
HEILIG had agreed to 'go to bat^* as it were^ with ARTIS'S Local 
Draft Beard in Brooklyn, to prevent him from being taken into the 
service, and that this was also the reason for ARTIE'S seeking 
work with the Kellex Division^ since this carried a very high 
exemption priority, BROTHUAN said that he accused ARTIE of both 
selling him out to GCLWYNNE and to HEILIG, and of a variety of 
other misdeeds, and*'tHaF"finally he got so angry, he attempted 
to physically beat ^ WEBER, and had only been dissuaded from 
doing so by other people in the Chermurgy office.

‘ "KORCHIEN was an architect enqployed part time by 
Chemurgy, and a friend of ABE'S. VAGO was a meohAnical engineer 
and an extremely able draftsman. BARISH was a chemical engineer 
and WOLLAN was essentially a mathematician and a physicist, but 
was working mostly as a chemical engineer % ARE said that several 
days after the event occurred, and this was on the 15th of August 
I 9 UU, that these four people and BR0T£Q<AK met in the laboratory 
which had been used on 32nd Street, and had finally agreed that 
the best thing that thay could do under the circumstances was ta 
form a firm of their own. This was to be a firm which specialised 
in developing chemical processes and then designing the equipment 
for these processes. No laboratory facilities were available 
since the space at 32nd Street was converted into a design office. 
This was only one small room and a partition was put in with a 
desk for use of the members. The rest of the space, which had been 
laboratoiy tables, was used for drawing. ABE told me that while 
some of the others had contributed nominal sums such as $2ob to' 
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•the formation of the cooparjr, still they were practically 
penniless, and that the principal funds had come from personal 
contracts which ABE had for doing work for the Graver Tank 
Conpany and woidc for the Bridgeport Brass Company* The work 
for the Bridgeport Brass, I believe, had to do with the aerosol 
dispenser. I do not know the nature of the work for the Graver 
Company* .ABE stated that he was to receive something Uke 
♦15,000 from Bridgeport Brass, possibly $20,000, and something 
like $15,000 from the Graver Tank Company, Now, irtiether he had 
already received some of this money, I do not know, but the 
general impression that I came away with was that a good deal of 
the money still was to come, and this would be used entire Jy for 
the furtherance of setting 
^ BROTHMAN AND ASSOCIATES . 

"At either this, or at a later date, BROTHMAN explained 
to me that the reason for having chosen this name for the firm 
was that they had all agreed that BROTHMAN was the only one of the 
group who was well known in the chemical process field, especially 
tlurough his publications for the Me Graw-Hill Con^a^iy, and that as 
such, this name was more likely to attract attention and business 
than a more descriptive one but one which did not contain the name 
BROTHMAN* (W.)

•I would like to explain that the ingredients of the 
material dispensed through the aerosol bomb were FrSon 12, Sesame 
Oil, Pyrethrum, and DDT. The Freon was the carrier and was a 
liquid in the aerosol bomb and produced a fine mist when estpelled 
through the nozzle. The Sesame Oil was a carrier for the Pyrethrum 
extract, which last, provided the function of knocking down the 
insects. The DDT, while it did not have the high knock-down of 
^re thrum, still had a far greater lasting effect and was effective 
on surfaces fer as long as two years after they had been sprayed, 

"It was as a result of BROTHMAN »S work on the aerosol 
that he became interested in DDT, and it was on DDT that the Negro 
chemist, GIB3S, was working in April of I9l4li,(^/ 


"The first time that I ever met NAOMI BROTHMAN was on an 
occasion when I waited for ABE at La Quardia Field when he was due 
to return from a trip to Washington in connection with the Buna-S, 
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" IMs was sometime In Februaiy of 191 i2b The only event that 
occixrred was that we took a cab to BROrmNiS apartment, and 1 
continued from there to -the Pennsylvania Station* We did have 
one brief eenversation in the men’s lounge during which BROTHMAN 
gave me some fragmentary information on Buna-S* It was also 
on this occasion that one of the times idien I was supposed to have 
received a ecmplete set of data had been planned fer«n^| 


"Z would like to add here that on several occasions 
after leaving very late at night, leaving the Chemurgy offices 
that is, I drove 6R0TNMAN over to Xiong Island City where he lived 
near S ki lim a n Avenue, and then took the same cab back to Penn 
Station. At this tine, it would have been impossible for ABE 
to get a cab driver to take him over to Long Island City without 
the promise of a return fare* VM-*! 


"Regarding the subject of remuneration, BROTHMAN never 
received any money as payment for work that he did for the Soviet 
union, but these events did occur* On at least two occasions in 
regard to infoxroatien that BROTHMAN said that he was obtaining for 
me regarding the 6una-S, I paid him sums of $^0, possibly one pay«> 
ment was |50 and the ot^r |25* This was in connection with 
blueprinting expenses* BROTHUAN told me that he had to order 
additional blueprints and could not do so at Hedrick without 
arousing suspicion, bo he would orde 
himself, and this was repaid to hiiny

"In the susner of 19ii2, I purchased for BROTHUAN a 
Voigtlander camera idilch was cut film type or film pack 
type* This was a second hand camera and I believe that I had 
purchased it at Kline and Goodman in Philadelphia* There is some 
possibility that I may have obtained it from AL SLAC K. BROTHUAN 
told me that he wanted this camera in order to be able tc take 
pictures of his child or children* This camera cost me about $k0 




"On several subsequent occasions, I supplied BROTHCAN 
with film pack which was very rare as was. all film during this time* 
I may have obtained this film from AL SLACK about Chriatmas of 
19U2* Also, I purchased a scarab bracelet costing about |6 or 
|9, mnd an umbrella costing about $$ or |6 for a girl in the 
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Chemurgy offices* This girl was a stenogr^her who had done 
a good deal of typing for BEOTHMAN in connection with work that 
he was t\irnlng over to me* Particularly, do I believe, that 
she had typed a good deal of material on mixing* I never met 
this girl, and I do not know who she is, but BROTHMAN told me 
that he needed a gift for her and so I made these purchases* 

I believe BROTHMAN turned over one of them to the girl* 

**In December 19h$, I purchased a six inch slide rule* 

This was a Keuffel and Baser slide rule in a lea tiler carrying 
^se, and is of the vest pocket type. This cost about $5 or 
#6* There were two reasons for these gifts, and the gifts actually 
included only the camera and the slide rule* One was that I 
hadn*t been able to see him for extended periods and felt some- 
what guilty j the second reason was that I had been unable to make 
any progress whatever, and this particularly relates to the slide 
r^e, in obtaining legitimate backing from the Soviet Union for 
ABE in his enterprise* 


■ **1 would li k e to elaborate further on this matter of 

^gitimate backing* Starting in early I9I42, and continuing through 
BROTHMAN *3 associations with Chemurgy, and into the period when 
he foraed A, BROTHMAN AND ASSO CIATED, BROTHMAN, on many occasions, 

I would sayat least six, openly and directly asked me if I could 
obtain legitimate backing from the Soviet Union so that te could 
openly set up an enterprise and dowrk on chemical processes for 
the Soviets. When I lirst mentioned this to.^AHi he laughed 
hilariously and said that he had never heard of such d— — fool 
nonsense in his life.l'tcj 

**Fir3t, X would like to explain that by XegltisBte back- 
ing, BROTHMAN meant sums ranging from $25,000 to $50,000* Aaso, he 
OTvlsioned setting a complete organisation, including a choaical 
development laboratory, a pilot plant aat\ 3 p for carrying out pro- 
cesses an a small scale, and finally, design offices* SAM, as I 
said, laughed hUariously and said tiiat such was oon^iletely out of 
the ouestion, and that BROTHM/iN must be mad* He again reiterated 
Ws statement to the effect that the best thing that BROTHMAN could 
do, would be to obtain a job with a large Industrial firm In the 
Unrted States; that it was Information from such firms that the 
Soviets wanted; that he was not interested in the slightest in what 
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"BROTIJMAN night dream upj and that the Seviets were Interested 
only in processes idiich either had been or were going to be 
actually recognised and operated successfully in the United 
States* I could not take back such a blunt anbwer as this to 
BROTHMAN, so I tried to soften it some way by a variety of ex- 
cuses including the general one that it was not feasible now^ 
and another one that such funds were not available right now and 
a varLeiy of other dodges | but as I liave said^ BROTtliAN repeated 
his request on at least six occasions* These became more frequent, 
espeoialiy through the year 19U5} so much so that on this one 
occasion in December of 19U5> whai I did see BR0TH14AN and gave 
him the slide rule, he asked me in desp)eration for backing* This 
was after a lapse of quite a few months, possib^ four, and again 
upon that occasion BROTHMAN was very insistent* 

*I would like to state here that I last saw ,SAM in 
February of 19liU and that my next Soviet contact was JOHN, whom 
I have since identified as ANATOLI A^AKOVLEV. On one occasion 
in 19l*b, and this was very late in.l9Ui» possibly December, and 
after BROTBIAN had again asked me about obtaining funds for him 
through the Soviets, I did mention this matter to JOHN, I did 
not get'vexy far, however, and I think, as a matter of fact, that 
I don^t believe that X got any further than BROTBhiAN'S name* JCXIN 
grew, very angry and said that under no conditions was 1 ever to 
meet with BROMiAN or ever to get in touch with him again, that 
I bad been instructed by SAM, * and X will elaborate on this last, and 
that BROTHMAN was never to be mentioned again* I stated that I 
never got very far, because I never got as far as this proposition 
or as far as telling JOHN that I had seen BROTHMAN recently* 

"With regard to seeing BROTHMAN, I would now like to 
state that in December of 19li3, and possibly January of 19 UJa, I was 
told by SAM that there was an extremely ia^ortant mission cccdng 
for me and that before could tell me about the missisn, he 
wanted to know would I undertake it* I unhesitatingly agreed* 

SAM then told me that the mission was far more important than aiy- 
thing that I ever done before, and concerned matters of not only 
ianediate necessity but of world-shaking liQ>ortdnce« Me did not 
elaborate iq>on it at this meeting, but did on a subsequent oc easion, 
but he did tell me on this first time that he brought up the matter 
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"of the Important mission^ that X was to drop e«4)3ete3y aiiQr 
association with BROTimN and was never to ever see him again# 

I do not believe that BROTHBUN ever gave me any material sub- 
sequent to the material I obtained in 19UU an the Rufert Chemieal 
ComparQT^ and this closes my association with ABRAHAM BROTHMAN en 
behalf of the Soviets# 

"I have read the above statement , consisting of 57 
pages, and am signing it as aU statements contained ^lerein are 
true to the best of my knowledge and belief#

On the same date, HARRY GOXD in a signed statement gave the 
following iafomiation concerning conversations he had with BROTHMAN 
relative to their stories given to the FBI and tie Federal Grand Jury: 


"July 11 , 1950 
Philadelphia, Penna. 



"I, HARRY GOLD, hereby make the following voluntary 
statement to T. SCOTT MILLER, JR., and RICHARD E. BRENNATJ, who 
have identified themselves to me as Special Agents of the Federal 
Bureau of Inyestigatlon. Mo threats or promises have been made 
me, and I realise that X do not have to make any statement, and 
ary statement I do make may be used against me in a ^urt of Law* 
1 realize that I have a right to coxinsel.i^J 


"The events I m going to describe oodurred during the 
.two year period when I was onplcyed by the firm of A, BROTHMAN AND 
ASSOCIATIS of New York.^l 

"The affair actually began one or two days prior to 
Memorial Day 191 * 7 . I had been working in the Elmhurst Laboratory 
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"•f the firm and bad then reached the point where further work 
required nor going in t« the Englneeie Club Library in Manhattan* 
the time was about 3 <00 in the afternoon* I left the laboratory 
and on the ws^ to Manhattan got off the subway at Queens Plaza* 
so that I could stop in to the Design Offices of A. BROTHMAN 
and Assoc iates, which is located at 29-28 Ulst Avenue* Long 
TslarratXlty. The biiildlng in which the BROTHMAN Design Offices 
are located is called the ChathaswPhenix* When I had emerged from 
the subway* and just as I was crossing the street to the entrance 
of the building* this is on the side of the street nearest the 
subway* one of the BROTHMAN emplcyees* an electrical engineer 
whose name is SOt^ANSHEL was leaving the building* In the middle 
of the street he accosted me and said* but not too excitedly* 

*^id you know that some Government men are upstairs talking to 
ABE?’ It may be possible that in place of the phrase* ’Govern- 
ment men*’ that FANSHEL used the words ’Internal Revenue men*’ 

I cannot exactly recall; in any case* I was net very much disturbed* 
and went directly ysp to the offices with the purpose of consulting 
with ABE to see whether there was anything further beyond what 
I had projected to look in the chemical literature* 


"The following conversation took place immediately as 
BROTHMAN approached me la the office idien I arrived* While some 
of the conversation is set forth in quotes* it is substantially 
what BROTHMAN told me upon this occasion* 


’’When I arrived in the office* BROTHMAN was in a state 


of great excitement* he immediately went forward to meet me 




"The first thing BROTHMAN said was* ’ Ibe FBI were here— 
they know everything— they know all about us— they know you were 
a courier — they have a photogr^h of you and me together in a 
restaurantl Look* we don’t have much time. Look* HARRY* you’ve 
got to get this straight* You have got to tell the seme story I 
told of how we met* Look* do ycu know this g\y iJQHNl* I told 
BROTHMAN that I did not know JOHN* and asked BROTHMAN what he was 
like* BROTHMAN then said* 'Look*/ HARR Y* you have got to get this 
description stralghtl ’ BROTHMAN then described to me a photograph

"X would like to state that I had never heard this name before 
until BROTiUAN told me that name a few memexxts previous to this 
tisae. 

”1 particularly chose CARTER HOODL ESS because of the 
fact that he had died about four years previous* 

"I returned to the laboratory and tried to busy nQrself 
about hqt duties there* In about an houTi and this wrald make it 
about Ut309 two men entered the laboratoiy* They ls»eked around 
and| even though both were looking directly at me in the small 
space where we worked, they asked, 'Is there a Ur* HflRRT OT>T1- 
here?' I replied that I was HARRS’ GOLD. They said that they had 
just recently spoken with ABE BROTlfllAN, and desired to converse 
with me further about some matters that he'd mentioned* These 
men identified themselves to me as Agents SHANNON and O'BRIEN of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation* We went outside and sat in 
O'BRIEN'S car for a brief while until the personnel of the laboratory 
had gone home* Shortly before the agents had arrived, KIRIAk 
liOSKOWITZ entered the laboratory and told me that ABE had gone

"When everyone had gone home, the agents and 1 re-entered 
the laboratory and had a very long conversation, lasting from 
about 5tl5 until about 9s00 o'clock that night* In the course of 
the conversation I told them the following story* That in October 
or November of I 9 I 1 I 9 I had attended a Philadelphia Sectian Meeting 
of the American Che^cal Society* Diis meeting was held in the 
Franklin institute, as they customarily were* I said that I had 
previously agreed to meet CARTER HCX)DLESS at this meeting* 1 said

"To continue with the story that 1 was telling the FBl^ 

I told then that after the Chemical Society meeting was overj and 
that this principally had consisted of a talk by some praminent 
visiting chemist^ (this was the normal procedurei what business 
there bad to be transacted usually was done in Oomnitteei and the 
evening was nomally, completely taken up by the talk of a visit- 
ing cha&lstj usually wne of preminence in his particular field)^ 
that we, OOLLIS and I, had left CA RTER HOODLESS and had gone into 
downtown Philadelphia t# a restauront in the nei^bortieod of Broad 
and Locust Streets, I had told them that this restaurant was 
Tendler's* I also told them that I went there with GOLLIS upon 
his invitation# I continued with ‘By made vp stoiy,* I said, 
during the course of a two or three hour conversation, that 
had ea^lained to me that he was a Mechanical Engineer and a pro- 
moter, and that he knew a very excellent Chemical Engineer in 
New York City# I had said that this Chemical Engineer was design- 
ing processes for OOLLIS, and that QOILIS needed a Chemist to 
check on the reliability of the chemical infonoatlwn that was being 
given# I said that GOLLIS had become T^ry expanisve and had ex- 
plained to me that I would be paid well for this WDrk that X was 
to do, and that he had painted a very glowing picture of the future# 
X also said that GOLLIS had given me the name of the man and his

I further aald in my atatonent 
to the^ents that BROTHU4N and I had not diacuaeed OOUJS very 
much, but that on one or two occaalona when he had, we had come 
to theagrement that he was just a 13y-by-night pronoter with 
no subet^ti^ funda to back up hia enterprlaea, and that BI10THM4N 
^ I had both agreed that we doubted that we would ever bear 
from him again. On the oecaaion of making this statement to 
^^8 ^mon ^ O'BRIEN, I told them, xpoa their questioning. 
thaW ^ not knew but what these two or three blueprints that 
BROTHMkN gave me mi|^ still be in my home in Ffailadelphia* ^ j

"pie Interview with Agents smom and O'BRIEN was 

o'clock that evening. About 9i30, MOSTOTITZ 
and ome out to the laboratory in BR0THH4N'S cari ft — 

te that they had called before leaving for Blinhurst 

to see whether the agents had gone. Ih any case, whan thqy arrived 
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■the three of us vent to eat in e restaurant along Qaeena 
Boolewrd in the Bego Parle section of Queens* This restaurant 
Is called ’Snnny^s of Chinatovn** We had dinner in the restaurant, 
but before that and vhile we were still in the laboratory, 

BROTHlfllN had wanted to know how I had carried off ray conversation 
. with the agents# Just as I was going to reply, MD8KCWITZ_ 

interrupted and assured ABE that I had been extremely nonchalant 
when the agents entered# I told BBDTHMAN that I believed that 
the whole affair had gone very well#^^j 

■ABE *8 opening remark to me after getting Into the 
restaurant was ^ HABRY^ you don’t blame me for having broug^it your 
name Into this, do you? I thought since they would eventually 
uncover yeu because of our long close association, that it would 
be better for me to bring you In myself and at the very begining#’ 
The long close association to which BHOTHMAN had referred speclfl- 
ally meant the manner in which I had been working for ABE at 
A* BROTHUI^ Jssi^ since Ifey of 1946* There was not 
very much conversation during our meal in the Chinese restaurant^ 
and we returned te the laboratory about ldi30« I still had a 
considerable amount of work to do that evening# When IDSKCWITZ 
went out on an errand, possibly to obtain some coffee, I related 
to BROTHMAN in detail the story that I had told Agents. SHANNON 
and O’PRIEN, I recall that BHOTHMAN said, ’Look, HAHRY, I got 
to knew all about you# What can they ^Ind out that I don’t know?’ 
I then told BHOTHMAN that in reality I had never been married, 
and further, that my brother was still alive and had not been 
killed in the Pacific, and that I lived with lay family In fhila- 
delphia# I had previously told BHOTHMAN that I was married and 
that my brother had been killed in the Pacific# I recall that 
BHOTHMAN made many recrlminati.ons for Bay having told these false- 
hoods, but he said that he did not think these points would be 
serious# The greater portion of the conversation at the above 
time consisted of mST telling BHOTHMAN the same story X had told 
the agents about my fictitious meeting with JACOB GQLLIS. We did 
not have any time to go over BHOTHMAN’ s story to ihe agents about 
the msnner In which BHOTHMAN met me# At this time ABE and I 
realized that there was a discrepancy in the stories we had 
related to the FBI Agents# I had told them that I had originally 
met BROTHMAN in 1941, but ABE had told the Agents that he had 
net me In 1940# He decided to belittle the In^rtence of this 
discrepancy, and at that time ABE told me that I could always 
use the excuse that ny memory was faulty# BHOTHMAN expressed 
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■concem to wb that I idght have had other deallnga in vy 
aasoclatlon with the Soviets with which he was not familiar, 

•I would like to explain here that my actual con- 
tect^ ng BHOmttN from Septenber 1941 to sojaetlme In 1Q44 «a8 
for the purpose of securing from him technical information in 
which the Soviet tihion might he interested. The true part of vy 
story to the fBI Agents, that Is, iqy obtaining blueprints from 
ABHAHAM BROTHMAN, was actually In connection with my activities 
on behalf of the Soviet Union, 

''Continuing, BHOTHMAN seemed worried that he would 
become Involved with the FPI because of his known association 
with me, and for that reason wanted to know whet other activity 
I'd enga<^d In other than with him. I told ABE at this timB that 
no knew of any of ay other activities, and suggested to ABE 
that he should not mention any other activities of mine In front 
of anyone, particularly MIRIAM M0SK0WIT2. 

■From the first time that I met BR0TH1A.N, up until the 
time I went to work for him in May of 1946, he did not know 
true name, as I had originally Introduced a^yself to him under the 
name of FRANK KESSIiER. He also knew that X used the name of HAHRI 
Q0!ID, but did not know whether either one ef these names was 
my true name. \^\ 

■Continuing with the conversation at the laboratory, I 
told ABE that I was a little concerned about the explanation for 
my using the name of FRANK KESSLER in my dealings with ABE 1 
suggested to ABE that the FBI was certain to get in touch with 
ARTIE REBER p and that ARTIE REBER only knew me as FRANK KESSLER, 

At this time I suggested to ABE that it iras possible that I could 
use the Idea of ray fear of Dr. GUSTAV tNI^ICH, rsy superior at the 
Pennsylvania Sugar Company, as the reason I was dealing with 
BRCVnUftN under an assumed name* The fear would be based on the 
fact that I, as a chemist of the Pennsylvania Sugar Company, would 
have been criticised for doing independent work on chemical prcw 
ceases outside of ny work at ^nnsylvania Sugar, 6R0THMAN thought 
that such an explanation would bo a very shrewd stroke Indeed • 

At this time BROTHUAN suggested that as an additional explanation 
for our association, that we make up a story that we were 
collaborating in writing a book on chemical processes, with ABE 
writing the book and my doing the chemical background, I was 
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•dubious abcut this story and believe that I only used It noon ' 
one occasion and that was when I was questioned by. Igents T. 5. 
MILLER and R, E. BRENNLN between Iby 15 and Ifey 21, 1950. 

■During this conversation with BROTHMiMlte mentioned 
SOTeral names to me, one of which I recall was HARK^ILVERMASTER, 
and asked me if I had ever used any of these names, ^dlng that the 
FBI Agents, fflANNCN and O’BRIEN had mentioned these names to 
BROTHl&N, I told ABE that I had never used Any of these names, 
idiich was true. 

•Either that night, or possibly the following night 
at about 3*00 o’clock In the morning, as BROTHIfilN was dropping me 
off at the Pennsylvania Station on 7th Avenue , in front of the 
main entrance, he said very bitterly, ’What sort of a daimed fool 
is it who takes a ^rscai so closely tied in with all this affair 
end obtains for that person a job in Phlladelphls?* The person 
to whom BRDTHMAN was referring was T HCglAS L. BL ACK, a frlbnd of 
mine since February of 1933, and BROTHMAN was specifically referring 
to the fact ttet I had been instrumental in obtaining employment 
for BLACK on a ocosulting basis with the CHARLES W^ERO Laboratories 
in Philadelphia. This event had occuired sometime in late 1945. 

He was also very bitter about the fact that on five or six occasions 
I had brought BLACK out to the BROTHMAN Laboratories in Elnhurst, 
at BR02WMAi”5 reouest, to aid in work which we were then purusing 
for A. BROTHMAN and ^ socla tes. This statement of BROTHMAN ’s 
infuriated me, eapeci^Iy since” BI*ACK had been brou^t up to help 
at the; BROraMAN Laboratories at BTOTHMAN’s specific recuest, and 
had come ^om Philadelphia to New Tork at his own expense and had 
never been reimbursed for these expenses, nor paid for the work 
he had done in ABE* a Laboratory. I do not recall rdiethere the name 
’BLACK* was actually mentioned in this conversation between ABE 
and myself or whether the mention was confined to the name ’TOM’, 
but there was no doubt that ABE and I both were talking about 
THCMAS L. BUCK. 

■ABE also asked me at this time if THOMA^LACK had ever 
used the name of HARRY SILV^RMASTBR, or the other se'^ral names to 
previously asked me If I had used, and which had been mentioned to 
him by Agents SHANNON and O’BRIEN. JVom BRDTHMAN ’s conversation he 
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"gave me the definite i!!Q)pe8sion that he was of the opinion 
that H^CK was the so^alled oaster mind of the group who were 
obta In^tng t echn leal Information for the Soviets, such as the 
information ABE had been ftimlshing me from 1941 until 1944. 

I recall that the argument over BLACK between ABE and n^elf 
almost culminated in a fist fight which was prevented by the 
intervention of MIHIAM MDSKOgglTZ ^. who was in the car with us*\^/ 

•1 went to Philadelphia that weekend and returned to 
New York Sunday night, and then drove with the BBDTHlftNs to 
Psekskill, New York, where we apent the night in ABE’a aumnsr 
hone near there* 

"TBhile at this sunner home ABE told me that he had 
been In touch with O IBBY WEEDLE MAN, but stated that he had given 
NEECLEMAN very little facts concerning the association of BROTH- 
MAN and myself, ABE told me that NEEDLEMAN suggested to him that 
should BRDTHMAN be recontacted by FBI Agents, he should tell then 
that he was too >»isy to see them* However, after talking it over, 
Abe and I agreed that it would be best to give the aopearance 
of trying to cooperate with the 

"Also at Peekskill, I told ABB that while I was home over 
the Memorial Bay weekend , two FBI Agents had made a search of ray 
home, but more in the nature of an inoulry than a complete scrutiny, 
and had seemed particularly concerned about the blueprints of the 
Hendrick Cotepany, which I had mentioned to Agents SHANNON and 
O^BRIEN, I told ABE that once I had assured these Agents there 
were none around, they had accepted my word.

SYNOPSIS OF FACTS: 


ADiaNISTRATIVE 


HYKAN JACKMAJJ, Patent Attorney, Los Angeles, advised ABRAHAM 
BROTHMAN approached him in New York in 1938 Yor proYessional 
services regarding patent matters. JACKMAN introduced BROTHllAN 
to D. A. CHEYETTE of the NORDBERG MANUFACTURING COMPANY, iHl- 
waukee, Wisconsin, in the belief that BRCTKHAK's ideas would be 
mutually beneficial. JACKMAN furnished information relating to 
BRCTHIlAN*s processes for xnaking synthetic rubber.' JACK^iAN advised, 
that BROTHM^ did not reach an agreement with NORDBERG MAIJUFACT^ 
URING COMPANY due largely to the objection of BR0T^a^AN*s financial 
adviser who is believed identical with ARTHUg^^RKMAN (phonetic) 
of the amalgamated BANK, Union Square, New Yotk. JACKMAN has no 
knowledge of BROTHMAN espionage activity or Information regard- 
ing BR0THM.N*s associations.

DETAILS: 


On September 13, 1950, Mr. HYMN JACKMAN, Patent Attorney, Rook 
707 Van Nuys Building, Los Angeles, was interviewed at his office, and he 
related the following information regarding his association with ABRAHAM 
BR0THMAI^^ ' 

Mr. JACKMi^ stated that he first met ABRAHAM BROTHMAN about ten or 
twelve years ago when he, JACKMAN, was a Patent Attorney with offices located 
a-t 535 Fifth Avenue, New York City. After consulting records in his office 
JACKMAN said the approximate date would have been prior to February, 193 
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AanNISTRATIVE 


Mr. JACKMAN said he did not recall iihat pron^Tted BROTHMAN to come to his 
office; that he did not know him prior to this time. JACKMAN stated that 
he could not recall vrtiether or not anyone recommended BKJTHMAN to him for 
his professional services. 




On the occasion referred to above, JACKMAN advised that BROTIIMAN 
brou^t with him a drawing of a mixing device on which BRDTHMAN had filed 
application for a patent. JACKMAN stated that he revlevred this application 
and found several discrepancies in it, and as a result, filed a substitute 
application on this mixer, on February 12, 1538, which is registered with 
the United States Patent Office under the number 2212 260 v- a i 

JACKMAN stated that following this, BROTHMAN again contacted him 
for professional services and that he filed another application with the 
Ihited States Patent Office on another type of mixer and that this was filed 
on June 2, 1539, and registered with the U. S. Patent Office under the 
number 2212261.^ 

JACKMAN stated that in talking with BROTHMAN at this time he 
learned that the latter had recently been in the employ of the BLAW KNOX 
MACHINE COH’ANY of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. JACKMAN stated he learned that 
BROTHMAN was very unhappy because of the way he had been treated ?^le work- 
ing with this conpany and that BROTHMAN told him that he had been "kicked 
around." BROTHMAN also told JACKluAN that this corpany had tried to rehlre 
him at a later date ‘ 




JACKMAN explained that he did not know BROTHMAN *3 employment during 
the period 1538-1939; that he had a feeling BROTHMAN was unemployed and that 
his interests were largely in connection with the promotion of the afore- 
mentioned patents. JACKMAN stated that he was not sure of this. JACKMAN 
advised that BROTHMAN visited his office from time to time regarding the 
patents mentioned herein and that he recalled on one occasion BROTHMAN 
brought along with him an Individual believed to be the "financial adviser" 
of BROTHMAN. JACKMAN stated that this man usually accompanied BROTHMAN 
during the time he visited his office and that he had the definite opinion 
that he was connected with the AMALGAMATED BANK, Union ^uare. New York Cit^ 

JACKMAN at this point in the interview stated that he definitely 
could not recall this individual *s name but said he was about forty years 
of age (in 1935-19it0) about 5* 6" tall and was a very neat dresser. He 
stated that on the occasion of these visits he would not say a great deal 
but JACKMAN remembered one word which this individual seemed to use very 
often which was "unilateral." 
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AIKINISTEATIVE 


JACKlflAN said that he later moved his office from 535 Fifth Avenue, 
and took an office at 11 West UUth Street in New York City. JACKhlTJ? stated 
this office was occupied by PERCY FREEl^iiN, a Mr. BURCKITT and himself, and 
that they were all patent attorneys 

JACKkAN explained that in about 19l|l BROTHMAN approached him in 
connection with a patent application conceming a new method for making 
synthetic rubber. He said that this was a matter whichhe did not feel 
exactly q ualif ied to handle due to the technical chemical problems involved 
but that he undertook the job nevertheless. He said the job was completed 
In about foi^ to six weeks, during which time he worked only part time on 
the matter. 


JACKMAN advised that prior to the above period, he had written 
D. A. CHEYETTE about BROTHMAN telling CHEYETTE that he was a very fine 
engineer and suggested that some of his ideas might be of interest to the 
NORDBERG MikNUFACTUKTNG COMPANY of Milwaukee, Wisconsin of which CHEYETTE was 
the Vice-President. JACKMAN explained that CHEYETTE was a "school chum" of 
his and that he and CHEYETTE had attended the Hebrew Technical Institute at 
New York together and that he felt it might be worthwhile for CHEYETTE to 
make the acquaintance of BROTHMAN as he considered BROTHMAN a brilliant 
young chemist. 


It was the opinion of JACKMAN that on one ^occasion when CHEYETTE was 
In New York he introduced CHEYETTE to BROTHMAN as well as to his banker friend. 
JACKMAN stated that it was on this occasion, or possibly at a later date, 
that they discussed with BROTia^AN the possibilities of working out some sort 
of an agreement with NORDBERG MANUFACTURING COMPANY, having to do with the 
manufacture of synthetic rubber. JACKMAN stated that he believed that on 
this occasion PERCY FREE^^AN, his associate, BROTHMAN and his banker friend, 
as well as CHEYETTE were present. JACKMAN stated that he could not be 
certain of the individuals present but to the beat of his recollection 
these individuals were present irtien they discussed the possibilities of 
working out some sort of an agreement but that BROTHB!AN*s friend seemed to 
be against every suggestion which was made and that this meeting broke up 
late in the evening, around 11*00 P.M. JACKMAN advised that this was the 
only time that he was present when a discussion was had with BROTHMAN con- 
cerning his method of processing synthetic rubber 


JACKMAN advised that Mr. CHEYETTE had visited him just a few days 
before and h ad to ld him that the FBI had contacted him regarding BROTHIS/'J! 
and that CHEYETTE had told him on this occasion that BROTHMAN had, subsequent 
to the above meeting, contacted officials at the NORDBERG lANUFACTURING COM- 
PANY regarding working out some agreement with them. JACKM^iN said he also 
learned that BROTHMAN, on one occasion, had an appointment to meet certain 
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people in Akron, Ohio, but that he did not shcnnr up for this appointment and 
that as a result NOHDBERG did nothing more about the matter 

Concerning the patent application on the process for synthetic 
rubber, JACKMAN stated that he drew up the application for a patent on this 
process and was paid $100 on account by BROTHMAN. JACKMAN stated that some 
time in 19lil he had returned this application to BROTHtiAN for his approval 
but that the latter had never returned it to him and that he had never 
filed the application with the U. S. Patent Office.^^ 

JACKIAN stated that he had no knowledge as to whether or not a 
patent was ever filed by BROTHMAN. 

JACKMAN stated that he closed his New York office in February, 1942, 
and that he had not seen or Jieard from BRDTHMiiN since prior to that 

JACKMAN was (Questioned for information regarding the activities and 
associates of BROTHMi^ which had c^oe to his attention during the period he 
was acquainted with him. JACKMAN stated that on one occasion he had visited 
a small office occupied by BROTHMAN located at 30 Church Street in New York 
and that the only individual he had met was a young cJraftsroan of about twenty 
years of age and that it was his understanding that this individual was work- 
ing for BROTHMAN* JACKIJ^iN stated that he could not recall this individual’s 
name.j^ 

On one other occasion, JACKMAN advised that he acconqpanled BROTH- 
MAN to a small laboratory idilch was operated by BR0THM/\N and located on the 
top floor of a building on Lexington Avenue, in the middle forties, theecact 
address not being recalled. JACKMAN stated that the purpose of his visit 
on this occasion was in connection with the aforementioned patent, which 
had to do with synthetic rubber. 

JACKMAN also recalled that while out driving one Sunday with his 
wife, they stopped at BI^THMAN’s home on Long Island and paid them a social 
visit. At this time JACKMAN stated that he was introduced to BROTHMAN ’s 
wife and that he recalled BROTHMAN had an infant child. JACKMAN did not 
recall the name of BROTHM/lN’s wife and said they only spent a very short 
time at his home. w 

JACKMAN stated he had no knowledge regarding BROTHMAN »s associates 
and that he was not acquainted with any of his employees and that he had 
never entered into any financial agreement with BROTHMAN nor had any 
financial transactions with him other than being paid for professional ser- 
vices rendered to BROTHMAN. JACKMilN advised that he had no knowledge regard- 
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Ing the employment of BRDTHlJ/xN and that the names of the HENDRICK iiiJIIjFikCTUR- 
ING OOMPjiNY or the RUFEIRT CHEMIC/*L COliPANy were not known to him and he had 
no kncnrledge of BR0THHAN*3 employment by these or any other firms. JACKMAN 
stated that he had no knowledge regarding BROTHMiVK's political feelings and 
that he had no sympathy for him if what he has done is true. JACKM/'iN said 
he had no knowledge regarding any espionage activity on the part of BROTHIil^ * 

JACKMiiN was (Questioned as to Tiiether or not any infoimation had 
come to his attention in connection with patent matters in his work with 
BROTHMi'vN and whether at any time BROTHMAN desired to make these patents or 
prints available to any individual or to any foreign government, and JACK- AN 
stated that he had no knowledge of such; that all the prints which BROTHMIN 
had made available to him had been returned prior to the tine that he, JACK- 
MAN, left New York. JACKl-f/iN stated that he did not recall what address these 
prints were mailed to; the name CHEMURGY DESIGN, INCORPORATED was mentioned 
to JACKM.'kN who stated, "Yes, that was the name of the company" to -vrtiich he 
returned the patent application as well as the blueprints regarding process 
for making synthetic rubber. 

It will be recallea~that ARTHUR P. webeR, former business associate 
of BROTK'AN's, was interviewed on March 3, 1950, at which time he furnished 
Agents of the New York City Office a list of business contacts of BROTHMAN, 
among them being the name of ARTHUR MARjaiAN (phonetic). WBER described 
MARKMIN as an old friend of the family and stated he was an officer in the 
bank located in the vicinity of ll*th Street in Manhattan; also that BROTH- 
MAN 's wife had apparently worked for MARKKAN.||^^ 

JACKMAN was recontacted and asked whether this financial adviser 
of BRDTHM;:.N»s could possibly be a Mr. )!ARKM'iN and JACKMAN immediately stated, 
"Yes, that is his naoa-^RTHUR KARKM/iK." JACKMAN could not furnish any 
additional information regarding MilRKWJJ other than that which has been re- 
ported herein./'
